Response to Amendment 



1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 10/31/02. 

2. The Amendment filed 10/31/02 successfully overcomes the rejections set forth in 
paragraph 2 of the First Office Action dated 7/31/02. Accordingly, this rejection is 
withdrawn. 



3. Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim 1 1 presents the limitation "wherein the photomask contacts the surface of 
the core layer", however this embodiment has been deleted from claim 1 , as amended. 
Therefore, claim 1 1 does not further limit claim 1 . 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,306,563 to Xu et al. (Xu) as set forth in paragraph 1 of the First Office 
Action, and as further discussed below. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Xu fails to teach a method for producing a polymer 
waveguide on a substrate in which a photomask is placed at a level above and not in 
contact with a core layer. However, Xu teach utilizing proximity and projection 
exposure, as well as contact exposure, for controlling the spatial profile of actinic 
radiation when exposing through a mask. See column 24, lines 18-29. 

Furthermore, Applicant argues that Xu fails to teach exposing the core through 
the photomask in a vacuum or inert gas atmosphere. However, with respect to the 
masked exposure, Xu states that the sample is "placed in a purge box as above and 
exposed" (see Example G, specifically column 33, lines 30-31). As discussed above in 
this example, the purge box is utilized to expose the sample to a nitrogen atmosphere. 
Clearly, the exemplified masked exposure in the purge box takes place in such a 
nitrogen atmosphere, as this is the purpose of utilizing the purge box.
